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Another  year  has  passed  in  the  life  of  our  Society,  and  again 
it  falls  to  me  to  set  down  the  record  for  that  period.  It  is  a 
modest  record,  and  yet  one  in  which  we  may  feel  a  certain  pride, 
and  which  compares  favorably  with  that  of  any  preceding  year. 
However  ambitious  we  may  be,  yet  we  are  in  no  position  to  make 
large  ventures,  and  must  be  content  to  fulfill  our  mission 
modestly,  but  as  effectively  as  circumstances  will  warrant. 

MEETINGS   AND    PAPERS 

During  the  year  the  usual  number  of  meetings  have  been 
held,  and  at  each  we  have  had  the  privilege  of  listening  to  a 
paper  on  some  topic  of  historical  or  antiquarian  interest.  At 
the  meeting  held  December  i8,  1916,  Lemuel  A.  Welles,  Esq.,  of 
New  York  City,  one  of  our  fellow  members,  read  a  paper 
entitled  "The  Loss  of  the  Charter  Government  in  Connecticut." 
It  was  an  able  presentation  of  the  subject,  and  a  valuable  con- 
tribution to  the  studies  made  upon  this  particular  aspect  of  our 
colonial  history.  On  January  15,  191 7,  Albert  C.  Bates,  Esq., 
of  Hartford,  Librarian  of  the  Connecticut  Historical  Society, 
gave  us  the  results  of  his  investigations  into  a  rather  unusual 
field.  The  title  of  his  paper  was  "The  Official  Publica- 
tions of  Connecticut  from  Lexington  to  the  Declaration." 
The  paper  was  evidently  the  result  of  laborious  research, 
and  brought  together  facts  of  unusual  interest,  and  nowhere 
else  found  in  such  minute  details.  Prof.  Stewart  L.  Minis, 
of  Yale  University,  read  the  paper  on  February  19,  191 7, 
and  his  subject  was  "The  Historical  Importance  of  the  Com- 
merce between  the  French  West  Indies  and  New  England."  It 
was  the  purpose  of  the  paper  to  show  that  in  the  rapid  develop- 
ment of  the  trade,  particularly  in  food  products,  between  New 
England  and  the  French  West  Indies  was  born  one  of  the  funda- 
mental causes  of  the  American  Revolution.  The  paper  treated 
in  a  convincing  and  exhaustive  manner  of  a  somewhat  obscure 
side  of  a  subject,  which,   from  the  historical  standpoint,  is  of 


absorbing-  interest.  March  19,  1917,  Rev.  George  L.  Clark,  D.D., 
of  Wethersfield,  spoke  on  the  subject  "Social  Life  in  New  Eng- 
land from  1790  to  1820."  The  speaker  drew  most  entertainingly 
from  his  rich  store  of  information  about  early  New  England 
life  and  customs,  and  gave  an  interesting  and  informing  picture 
of  conditions  as  they  existed  during  that  period.  Eugene  De- 
Forest,  Esq.,  read  the  paper  April  16,  191 7,  taking  for  his  subject 
"Pewter:  Ancient  and  Modern."  It  was  a  delightful  presenta- 
tion of  the  subject,  and  showed  the  enthusiasm  of  the  ardent 
and  discriminating  collector.  A  small  exhibit  of  some  notable 
pieces  of  pewter  gave  an  added  interest  and  charm  to  the  paper. 
At  our  meeting  on  May  21,  1917,  Ernest  B.  Ellsworth,  Esq.,  of 
Hartford,  read  a  paper  entitled  "Godfrey  Malbone,  an  Interest- 
ing Character  of  Eastern  Connecticut."  It  was  the  story  of  a 
vigorous  and  picturesque  Churchman  in  days  when  religious  tol- 
eration was  not  the  virtue  it  is  now.  Hon.  Simeon  E.  Baldwin 
gave  the  paper  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  year  which  was  held 
October  15,  1917.  His  subject  was  "A  Ride  across  Connecticut 
before  the  Revolution."  The  paper  was  based  on  a  journal  kept 
by  Miss  Bethiah  Baldwin  of  a  ride,  which,  in  1770,  in  company 
with  her  father,  she  made  from  Norwich  to  Danbury  to  attend 
the  ordination  of  her  brother.  It  furnished  an  amusing  pic- 
ture— amusing,  that  is,  to  us — of  the  discomforts  of  travel  in 
Connecticut  at  that  time.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing.  Judge 
Baldwin  also  read  a  brief  paper  explaining  how  the  author  of 
the  Mazzei  Letters  could  describe  himself  as  "a  citizen  of  New 
Heaven,"  the  facts  having  recently  come  to  light  through  the 
publication  of  President  Stiles'  Diary.  This  short  paper  was 
intended  to  supplement  the  paper  read  by  its  author  in  1895,  and 
published  in  Vol.  VI  of  the  Society's  Papers. 

This  recapitulation  of  the  papers  read  during  the  year  may 
seen  unnecessary,  and  yet  it  is  not  without  a  certain  interest 
to  have  them  brought  together  in  this  way,  for  we  are  thus 
enabled  to  see  at  a  glance  the  varied  character  of  the  papers, 
within  the  limits,  however,  to  which  we  endeavor  to  adhere. 
We  feel  that  in  this  series  of  papers  the  Society  has  been  par- 
ticularly favored,  and  we  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our 
gratitude  to  those  who  have  been  so  kind  as  to  share  with  us 
the  results  of  their  studies  in  the  particular  subjects  which  they 
have  chosen. 
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DEATHS   OF    MEMBERS 

When  I  reported  last  year  that  nineteen  names  had  been 
stricken  from  our  roll  of  members  by  death  I  felt  that  that  was 
an  exceptionally  large  number,  and  that,  in  all  probability,  we 
should  not  be  called  upon  to  sufifer  such  a  loss  again  this  year. 
And  yet,  strangely  enough,  I  am  compelled  to  report  that  our 
loss  of  members  by  death  is  the  same  as  it  was  last  year.  Here 
are  the  names  of  those  who  have  been  taken  from  us :

Mention  also  should  be  made  of  Talcott  H.  Russell  who  died 
October  18,  191 7.  Though  not  a  member  of  the  Society  at  his 
death,  yet  he  had  been  for  many  years,  and  was  serving  on  its 
Board  of  Directors,  when  two  years  ago,  because  of  continued 
ill  health,  he  felt  compelled  to  resign.  Of  those  whose  names 
I  have  read  one  was  an  Honorary  Member,  Samuel  Hart,  and 
two  were  Life  Members,  Edward  E.  Bradley  and  Edwin  Rowe. 

In  electing  Samuel  Hart,  Doctor  in  Divinity,  to  honorary 
membership  in  the  .Society,  the  Society  distinctly  honored  itself. 
The  history  of  Connecticut,  in  which  State  he  was  born  and  bred, 
and  in  which  he  had  spent  all  his  life,  was  of  absorbing  interest 
to  him.  His  knowledge  of  it  was  encyclopedic.  One  may  regret 
that  the  exacting  duties  of  his  ministry,  duties  which  readily 
and  naturally  devolved  upon  him  because  of  his  willingness  and 
ability  to  do  them,  prevented  him  from  doing  that  work  of  a 
historical  character,   which  was   certainly   in  keeping  with  his 
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tastes  and  which  he  was  so  eminently  quahfied  to  do.  In  his 
death  the  Church  in  which  he  had  served  so  long  and  so  con- 
spicuously lost  a  valued  and  honored  worker,  as  did  the  cause 
of  sound  learning,  our  sister  Society  in  Hartford  its  devoted 
President,  and  the  State  a  distinguished  citizen. 

To  New  Haven  Edward  E.  Bradley's  death  was  a  particularly 
serious  loss.  His  name  was  identified  with  many  civic  interests, 
many  worthy  causes.  He  was  a  Director  of  this  Society,  and 
those  of  us  who  were  associated  with  him  can  testify  that  it  was 
no  perfunctory  service  which  he  rendered.  He  was  alert,  inter- 
ested, willing.  We  miss  his  genial  manner,  his  cordial  greeting. 
General  Bradley  was  a  large-hearted,  noble  American,  a  citizen 
of  whom  any  city  might  well  be  proud. 

I  can  not  record  the  death  of  Mrs.  Sarah  E.  Champion  with- 
out saying  just  a  word  or  two  about  her.  The  Society  has  rarely 
had  a  member  more  keenly  alive  to  its  interests  and  more  devoted 
to  its  welfare  than  was  Mrs.  Champion.  She  was  of  distinguished 
ancestry,  and  had  lived  all  her  life  in  New  Haven.  A  true 
Christian  woman,  given  to  all  good  works,  faithful  and  efficient 
in  the  various  organizations  to  which  she  belonged,  her  death 
meant  to  us  and  to  others  a  real  loss.  She  gave  evidence  of 
her  interest  in  this  Society  by  leaving  to  it  in  her  will  the  Robert 
Treat  chair  which  she  regarded  as  a  precious  heirloom. 

Death  removed  one  of  our  foremost  citizens  when  it  claimed 
Oliver  S.  White.  He  was  one  of  New  Haven's  most  prominent 
lawyers,  highly  respected  by  everyone  who  knew  him,  holding 
positions  of  trust,  and  serving  his  fellow-men  in  various  capaci- 
ties. He  was  a  son  of  Henry  White,  the  first  President  of  this 
Society,  and  two  years  ago  he  and  his  brother  presented  to  the 
Society  a  portrait  of  their  father. 

Perhaps  I  ought  to  go  on  and  say  something  of  each  of  the 
others,  but  the  list  is  too  long  to  permit  that.  It  is  indeed  dis- 
tressing to  see  so  many  names  removed  from  our  roll.  In  addi- 
tion to  these,  six  others  have  been  lost  by  withdrawal.  As  a 
partial  offset  to  this  depletion  of  our  ranks  I  am  able  to  report 
that  we  have  added  nine  new  members  during  the  year.  There  is 
every  reason  to  believe  that  a  substantial  increase  in  our  member- 
ship will  soon  be  made,  as  the  Directors  are  taking  steps  to  that 
end. 
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NEW    VOLUME 


The  most  conspicuous  and  important  event  in  the  Hfe  of  the 
Society  within  the  year  has  been  the  appearance  of  the  initial 
volume  of  a  new  series  of  the  Society's  publications,  which  is 
to  be  known  as  the  "Ancient  Record  Series."  This  particular 
volume  covers  the  New  Haven  Town  Records  from  1649- 1662. 
Its  publication  was  undertaken  at  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  William 
S.  Pardee,  one  of  our  Directors,  who  also  made  it  possible  for 
the  Society  to  publish  it.  We  have  been  most  fortunate  in 
having  Professor  Dexter  as  the  editor  of  the  volume. 

I  reported  last  year  that  Vol.  Ill  of  the  New  Haven  Town 
Records  was  being  copied.  They  are  the  records  from  1662- 
1684.  I  am  now  able  to  report  that  the  work  of  copying  has 
been  completed,  and  what  is  better  yet,  that  Professor  Dexter 
has  read  over  and  annotated  these  records  in  preparation  for 
their  publication  when  we  are  in  a  position  to  make  them  Vol.  II 
of  our  new  series.  They  certainly  ought  to  come  next,  and  we 
hope  the  time  is  not  very  remote  when  we  shall  be  able  to  publish 
them. 

This  field  of  early  Town  records  within  the  bounds  of  the 
ancient  colony  is  a  rich  one,  and  in  some  cases  practically  un- 
touched, as  in  the  case  of  Branford  for  instance.  We  believe 
that  in  the  inauguration  of  this  "Ancient  Record  Series"  a  work 
has  been  started,  which  in  time  will  be  a  source  of  genuine  pride 
to  the  Society,  and  an  honor  to  it  as  well. 

In  this  connection  I  might  say  in  passing  that  the  Publication 
Committee  is  considering  the  matter  of  issuing  very  soon  another 
volume  of  the  Society's  Papers.  In  fact  the  material  is  already 
being  brought  together. 

HOOKER    COLLECTION    OF    CHINA 

The  Frank  H.  Hooker  collection  of  china,  which  has  been 
loaned  to  the  Society,  has  been  very  advantageously  placed  on 
exhibition.  It  was  carefully  catalogued  by  the  late  Albert  H. 
Pitkin  of  the  Morgan  Memorial  of  Hartford,  who  was  an  author- 
ity on  the  subject.  The  placing  of  this  large  collection  neces- 
sitated the  rearrangement  of  many  of  the  exhibits,  also  additional 
case  room.     Two  handsome  cases  have  been  purchased,  and  the 
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large  book-case  on  the  stair  landing  has  been  remodeled  and  fur- 
nished with  plate  glass,  thus  making  it  a  very  acceptable  cabinet 
for  the  display  of  a  large  part  of  the  china.  The  numerous  por- 
traits which  had  been  accumulating  have  been  hung  above  the 
stairway  to  good  advantage.  All  this,  of  course,  has  involved 
some  expense,  but  we  feel  that  thf  gain  to  the  Society  and  to 
the  general  appearance  of  the  rooms  warrants  it. 

LIBRARY 

The  Library  Committee,  appreciating  the  need  of  adhering 
closer  to  the  original  scope  and  purpose  of  the  Library,  has  with- 
drawn from  the  shelves  much  material  which  was  quite  foreign 
to  that  scope  and  purpose,  and  thus  has  made  more  room  for 
those  books  and  pamphlets  which  it  is  our  desire  to  accumulate 
in  greater  numbers.  We  are  steadily  adding  genealogical  matter 
to  our  shelves,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  this  material  is 
being  used  more  and  more.  We  wish  to  make  our  Library  a 
really  working  Library  along  these  specific  lines. 

GIFTS   TO   THE    MUSEUM 

The  year  has  not  brought  to  us  any  large  gifts  for  the  Museum, 
nor  indeed  many  small  ones,  though  a  number  of  interesting 
things  have  been  added  to  our  collections.  I  am  minded  to  speak 
of  one  which  has  just  been  sent  to  us  by  Pliny  LeRoy  Harwood, 
Esq.,  of  New  London,  a  member  of  the  Advisory  Board  of  the 
New  London  County  Historical  Society.  It  is  a  machete,  which, 
if  not  actually  used  by  Cinque,  whose  portrait  by  Jocelyn  hangs 
yonder  on  the  wall  above  the  stairs,  may  be  connected  with 
him,  for  the  weapon  was  given  to  Mr.  Harwood  many  years 
ago  by  a  dealer  in  antiques  in  New  London,  who  got  it  from  the 
"Amistad,"  while  that  vessel  lay  in  the  docks  there.  It  is  very 
fitting,  under  all  the  circumstances,  that  this  relic  of  an  uprising 
which  led  to  "the  most  famous  case  ever  tried  in  Connecticut," 
to  use  Judge  Baldwin's  phrase,  should  come  at  last  to  find  its 
place  among  our  curios. 

There  is  nothing  more,  I  believe,  to  report.  Since  last  we 
came  together  for  our  annual  meeting  great  events  have  taken 
place  in  our  national  life.  We  are  indeed  making  history.  In 
common  with  other  nations  we  have  set  our  hand  to  a  great 
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task.  Of  that  task  our  thoughts  are  full.  Upon  its  accomplish- 
ment our  hearts  are  bent.  As  reports  come  to  vis  of  the  wanton 
ruin  of  ancient  landmarks  in  the  old  world,  around  which  have 
gathered  through  the  centuries  sacred  memories  and  historic 
associations,  we  shudder,  lest  in  the  march  of  this  insensate  war, 
our  historic  landmarks,  very  modern  by  comparison,  but  precious, 
nevertheless,  because  they  are  all  we  have,  should  go  the  way 
of  those  in  Europe.  We  shudder,  but  human  happiness  and 
human  liberty  stand  first,  and  though  all  things  historic  be 
doomed,  and  the  shrines  we  love  be  ruined,  we  must  hold  to  our 
course  unswervingly,  until  right  stands  supreme. 

In  the  midst  of  a  bitter  fratricidal  struggle,  in  which  human 
liberty  was  the  real  issue  at  stake,  this  Society  was  born.  Among 
its  treasured  possessions  are  relics  associated  with  that  struggle, 
and  more  precious  still,  in  part  because  of  their  greater  antiquity, 
relics  associated  with  that  earlier  struggle  when  the  Republic 
came  into  being.  We  are  still  interested  in  human  liberty.  Our 
young  men  are  going  forth  to  fight  as  our  fathers  of  old  fought. 
When  the  mighty  conflict  is  over,  and  the  world  has  settled  down 
again,  not  to  the  old  life,  but  to  a  new  life  born  of  the  travail 
and  anguish  of  countless  souls,  hither  will  come  relics  of  this 
titanic  strife  to  take  their  place  beside  those  of  other  wars,  and 
as  we  look  upon  them  there  will  come  to  mind  those  who  went 
forth  from  our  city  to  take  part  in  defending  and  upholding  the 
liberties  of  mankind,  and  we  shall  be  proud  of  their  deeds  of 
heroism  and  sacrifice,  and  rejoice  that  they  are  to  be  through  all 
the  years  to  come  bright  golden  threads  in  the  warp  and  woof 
of  our  city's  history. 

In  the  past,  in  one  way  or  another,  it  has  been  the  privilege 
of  this  Society  to  keep  fresh  the  memories  of  those  who  have 
fought  and  wrought  for  nobler  and  better  things.  We  claim 
that  privilege  for  the  future.  To-day  men  are  in  the  making 
whom  we  shall  be  glad  to  remember  and  to  honor,  and  deeds  are 
in  the  doing  which  shall  fill  us  with  enthusiasm  and  pride  when- 
ever we  think  upon  them.  For  what  this  Society  has  been  and 
for  what  it  is  to  be  I  ask  your  continued  interest  and  support.

IReport  of  tbe  Xibrarian  ant)  Curator 

(November,  1917.) 


The  additions  to  our  Collections  have  been  few  during  the 
past  year.  Perhaps  the  most  important  is  the  Chair  once  owned 
by  Governor  Treat.  This  Chair  was  rescued  from  the  woodpile 
by  the  late  Atwater  Treat,  who  afterwards  gave  it  to  Mrs. 
Henry  Champion.  Mrs.  Champion  bequeathed  it  to  the  care  of 
the. New  Haven  Colony  Historical  Society. 

One  hundred  and  fifteen  volumes  have  been  added  to  the 
Society's  Library.  Included  in  this  number  are  36  volumes  of 
Genealogy,  most  of  which  were  purchased  with  the  avails  of 
the  Dwight  C.  Bowers  Memorial  Fund.  We  have  also  received 
about  275  pamphlets. 

Many  useless  and  irrelevant  volumes  have  been  removed  from 
the  shelves,  and  have  been  sold,  or  given  to  other  Libraries. 

On  the  evening  of  November  12th,  the  courtesies  of  the  rooms 
were  extended  to  the  local  societies  of  the  Daughters  of  the 
American  Revolution,  for  a  reception  to  the  President-General 
of  the  National  Society,  the  Regent  of  the  Connecticut  Society, 
and  others  prominent  in  the  work.

(Adopted  November  13,  1899.    Amended  November  19,  1906.) 


Article  i.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  The  New 
Haven  Colony  Historical  Society. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  collect  and 
preserve  such  books,  pamphlets,  new^spapers,  broadsides,  maps, 
plans,  charts,  paintings,  engravings,  lithographs,  and  other 
pictorial  representations,  manuscripts,  autograph  letters,  curi- 
osities and  antiquities  of  every  kind  as  may  be  connected  with 
or  may  illustrate  the  local  history  of  the  towns  included  within 
the  ancient  New  Haven  Colony;  to  preserve  such  traditions  as 
now  exist  only  in  the  memories  of  aged  persons ;  to  encourage 
historical  and  antiquarian  investigation  and  to  disseminate 
historical  information. 

Art.  3.  A  President,  two  Vice  Presidents,  a  Secretary  and 
an  Assistant  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer  shall  be  chosen  at  the 
annual  meeting  in  November.  At  the  annual  meeting  next  fol- 
lowing the  adoption  of  this  Article  an  Advisory  Committee  of 
not  less  than  nine  nor  more  than  fifteen  members  shall  be  chosen : 
said  committee  to  be  arranged  in  three  equal  groups ;  the  first 
to  serve  for  three  years,  the  second  for  two  years,  and  the  third 
for  one  year.  At  each  subsequent  annual  meeting  not  less  than 
three  nor  more  than  five  members  of  the  said  committee,  as  the 
previous  (October)  meeting  of  the  Society  may  fix  the  number, 
shall  be  chosen  to  serve  for  three  years.  If  no  action  is  taken  by 
that  (October)  meeting  the  number  shall  be  the  same  as  that  of 
the  group  of  members  whose  term  expires  that  year.  It  shall 
also  be  within  the  discretion  of  the  Society  to  choose  honorary 
members  of  the  said  committee,  not  to  exceed  five  in  office  at  any 
one  time,  from  among  those  who  have  served  as  officers  or  as 
members  of  the  Advisory  Committee ;  said  honorary  members  to 
be  appointed  in  permanency  with  power  of  voting  in  meetings  of 
the  Directors. 

Art.  4.  These  officers  shall  together  constitute  a  Board  of 
Directors,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  collections  made  by  the 
Society,  shall  provide  regulations  for  their  safety  and  proper 
use,  and  shall  prepare  business  for  the  regular  meetings  of  the 
Society. 
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Art.  5.  Any  person  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Society 
by  the  payment  of  fifty  dollars ;  or  an  annual  member  by  the 
payment  of  five  dollars. 

Art,  6.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  New  Haven,  the  President 
of  Yale  University,  and  the  Town  Clerk  of  New  Haven,  shall 
be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Advisory  Committee. 

Art.  7.  The  Society  shall  hold  its  meetings  on  such  evenings 
as  the  Directors  may  appoint. 

Art.  8.  The  collections  made  by  the  Society  shall  never  be 
broken  up  by  sale  nor  by  division  among  its  members,  nor  shall 
they  ever  be  removed  from  New  Haven;  nor  shall  any  article 
be  exchanged  or  disposed  of  except  by  the  unanimous  vote  of 
the  Directors,  or  by  the  consent  of  the  donors. 

Art.  9.  The  Constitution,  with  the  exception  of  the  eighth 
article  (which  is  of  the  nature  of  a  contract),  may  be  altered  or 
amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  at  any 
annual  meeting;  provided,  that  notice  of  such  amendment  shall 
have  been  given  at  some  meeting  at  least  one  month  previous. 
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I.  Life  members,  wherever  resident,  and  annual  members 
residing  within  the  limits  of  the  ancient  Colony,  or  the  present 
County  of  New  Haven,  shall  alone  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the 
meetings  of  the  Society.  Any  person  who  shall  sign  the  usual 
form  of  application  for  membership  and  present  it  with  the  en- 
dorsement of  a  Director  of  the  Society,  and  with  the  payment  of 
the  annual  fee  of  $5,  shall  thereupon  be  enrolled  as  a  member 
from  the  date  of  such  payment ;  and  the  term  of  all  annual 
memberships  shall  expire  with  the  annual  meeting  next  after 
subscriptions  are  paid. 

n.  Honorary  and  Corresponding  members  may  be  chosen  by 
ballot  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  upon  nomination  of 
the  Directors ;  provided  such  nominations  shall  have  been  made 
at  a  previous  regular  meeting.  They  shall  consist  of  persons 
residing  out  of  the  Colony  and  County  of  New  Haven,  who  may 
be  distinguished  for  important  public  service  to  the  cause  of  his- 
toric investigation  and  general  literature. 
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III.  A  committee  of  three  shall  be  annually  appointed  at  the 
October  meeting  of  the  Society  to  serve  as  a  Nominating  Com- 
mittee and  to  report  nominations  for  officers  and  members  of  the 
Advisory  Committee  in  season  for  action  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Society,  but  nothing  in  the  action  of  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee shall  limit  the  right  of  any  member  of  the  Society  to  make 
nominations  at  the  annual  meeting  for  any  office  that  may  be 
filled  by  the  action  of  that  meeting. 

IV.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society 
and  of  the  Directors;  shall  call,  by  himself,  or  the  Secretary, 
special  meetings,  when  requested  by  five  members ;  and  shall 
deliver  or  make  provision  for  an  address  at  the  annual  meeting. 
In  his  absence,  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents  shall  perform  the 
duties  of  President. 

V.  The  Secretary,  or  in  his  absence  the  Assistant  Secretary, 
shall  have  custody  of  the  files,  records  and  seal  of  the  Society,  and 
shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  also  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Directors,  and  conduct  the  correspondence  of 
the  Society. 

VI.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  fees  for  membership,  and 
all  other  moneys  due,  and  all  donations  or  bequests  of  money  to 
the  Society;  shall  pay,  upon  the  order  in  writing  of  the  Presi- 
dent or  of  the  Chairman  of  the  committee  by  whom  the  same 
may  be  contracted,  all  accounts  against  the  Society;  and  shall, 
at  least  five  days  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  in 
each  year,  render  to  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Society  a  minute  statement  of  his  receipts  and 
disbursements  and  of  the  property  and  debts  of  the  Society  to 
and  including  October  31st  of  each  year,  which  statement  shall 
be  carefully  examined  and  certified  to  by  said  committee  before 
being  presented  by  the  Treasurer  at  the  annual  meeting. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  annually  bonded  at  the  expense  of  the 
Society  in  such  a  sum  as  the  Finance  Committee  shall  direct,  in 
some  reliable  surety  company,  approved  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, and  such  committee  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of 
such  security  being  effected  as  aforesaid. 

VII.  The  Directors  may  appoint  a  Librarian  and  a  Curator, 
who  shall,  under  their  supervision,  arrange,  protect  and  cata- 
logue   all    books,    pamphlets,    manuscripts    and    other    articles 


deposited  in  the  rooms  of  the  Society ;  and  shall,  before  every 
annual  meeting,  make  a  full  report  to  the  Board  of  the  condition 
of  the  library  and  collections. 

VIII.  The  Directors  shall  provide  each  year  for  the  public 
reading  of  papers,  or  delivery  of  historical  lectures ;  the  manu- 
scripts of  which  papers  and  lectures  shall,  with  the  consent  of 
the  authors,  be  owned  and  preserved  by  the  Society. 

IX.  Committees  on  the  various  departments  of  the  work  of 
the  Society  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Directors  to  report  as  the 
Directors  from  time  to  time  may  prescribe. 

All  members  of  such  committees  shall  hold  office  for  one  year, 
or  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

X.  An  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  five  Directors,  to 
whom  the  Directors  may  entrust  such  part  of  their  duties  as  they 
judge  best. 

XI.  A  Finance  Committee  of  three  who  shall  advise  with  and 
direct  the  Treasurer  respecting  the  care  and  investment  of  the 
funds  of  the  Society  and  be  the  standing  auditors  of  his  accounts. 
They  shall  annually  inspect  the  securities  in  which  said  funds 
may  be  invested  and  certify  to  the  results  of  such  inspection  in 
writing. 

XII.  A  House  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members,  who 
shall  have  general  oversight  of  the  building,  its  use  and  the 
arrangement  of  its  contents,  with  power  to  receive  or  decline  gifts 
other  than  those  which  are  offered  specifically  to  the  historical 
collections  of  the  Society. 

XIII.  A  Committee  on  Relics,  consisting  of  five  members, 
who  shall  have  power  to  receive  or  decline  such  gifts  as  may  be 
ofifered  as  additions  to  the  historical  collections  in  the  custody 
of  the  Society,  shall  ascertain  as  far  as  possible  the  authenticity 
and  history  of  the  objects  now  preserved  in  its  care,  and  shall 
give  attention  to  increasing  these  collections.  This  committee 
shall  also  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  preparing  or  revising  a 
catalogue  of  the  Relics  in  the  custody  of  the  Society  when 
requested  to  do  so  by  the  Directors. 

XIV.  A  Publication  Committee,  consisting  of  the  President 
and  Secretary  and  three  members,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the 
publication  of  the  papers  of  the  Society  as  authorized  by  the 
Directors. 
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XV.  A  Library  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members  of 
whom  the  Librarian  shall  be  one,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  increase 
the  collections  of  books  and  documents  which  are  or  may  be  of 
historic  interest. 

XVL  A  Membership  Committee,  consisting  of  three  mem- 
bers, whose  duties  shall  be  to  maintain  and  increase  the  member- 
ship of  the  Society. 

XVIL  A  Committee  to  arrange  for  the  reading  of  papers, 
consisting  of  President,  Secretary  and  three  Directors. 

XVIIL  A  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Committee,  numbering  five  or 
more,  may  be  appointed  by  the  Directors  to  act  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Executive  Committee. 

XIX.  I.  The  Directors  shall  meet  at  least  four  times  a  year 
and  at  such  other  times  as  the  President  may  specify;  and  seven 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  The  Society  shall  meet  monthly  except  during  the  summer 
months. 

XX.  Notice  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  which  shall 
be  held  in  November,  shall  be  sent  to  each  member  by  mail,  and 
in  all  meetings  duly  called  and  notified  fifteen  members  shall  be 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any  business. 

XXL  The  order  of  proceedings  at  the  meetings  of  the  Society 
shall  be  as  follows : 

1.  Reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting. 

2.  Report  of  donations. 

3.  Reading  of  letters  received  in  correspondence. 

4.  Unfinshed  business. 

5.  Written  communications  or  lectures. 

6.  Verbal  communications. 

7.  Miscellaneous  business. 

XXII.  All  donations  to  the  Society,  and  deposits  with  the 
same,  shall  be  entered  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and 
reported  to  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  and  proper 
written  acknowledgments  shall  be  made  therefor. 

XXIII.  Any  alteration  of  these  by-laws  may  be  made  at  a 
regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  such  alterations  having  been 
proposed  at  a  previous  meeting,  or  proposed  by  the  Directors. 


Objects  Desired  for  the  Society's  Collections 


1.  Manuscripts.  Family  papers,  letters,  diaries,  military  rolls, 
deeds,  wills,  records  of  extinct  churches,  business  houses,  or 
public  corporations,  such  as  turnpike  companies,  etc. 

2.  Printed.  Matter.  Local  histories,  family  genealogies,  files 
of  Connecticut  newspapers  (bound  or  unbound),  reports  of 
anniversaries  of  towns,  churches,  etc.,  and  of  Connecticut 
religious,  educational,  mercantile  or  social  institutions.  Anything 
printed  in  the  Thirteen  Colonies  or  the  United  States  prior  to 
1800.  Any  books  or  pamphlets,  published  in  New  Haven, 
whether  before  or  after  1800,  down  to  the  present  time. 

3.  Cabinet.  Portraits  of  well-known  Connecticut  men  and 
women,  badges,  medals,  flags,  swords,  Indian  relics,  historic 
china  or  plate,  and  other  memorials,  especially  those  which 
illustrate  local  or  American  history. 


The  Society  has  appointed  a  Committee  on  Relics,  having 
charge  of  all  questions  relating  to  the  acceptance  and  disposi- 
tion of  antiques,  curiosities,  paintings,  etc.,  and  of  the  general 
arrangement  of  its  Collection.  All  gifts  intended  as  additions 
to  these  sent  to  the  Society  will  receive  the  prompt  attention 
of  this  committee. 


Needs  of  the  Society 


1.  An  enlarged  Library  Fund.  At  present  the  Library  is 
chiefly  dependent  on  the  Fowler,  Bowers,  and  Sizer  funds,  which 
produce  an  income  of  $580  per  annum.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the 
Society  to  build  up  a  small  and  well  selected  Library  rather  than 
to  accumulate  large  numbers  of  books.  Small  sums  producing 
a  regular  revenue  would  be  of  great  assistance  to  the  Library, 
though  larger  funds  are  much  needed. 

2.  The  further  endowment  of  the  Society  by  gifts  to  its  Gen- 
eral Fund  or  by  testamentary  bequests. 

3.  An  increase  in  the  membership  of  the  Society. 
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
